O.S. from Venice, the 
Republick feems to be alarmed at the great Motions 
making by the Turks in the Ortoman Dalmatia, where 
they are filling the Magazines and preparing Quarters 
for 15000 Men; as likewife at the Marchof 25000 
Men to aff-mb!le in Albania, where they are alfo fur- 
nifhing the Magazines in all hafte. For this Reafon "tis 
faid the Senate has countermanded the 12000 Men they 
expected from Dalmatia. They add, that a Treaty is 
concluded between the Porte and the Spanifh Court. 

Thofe of the :oth from Rome fay the Pope has re- 
folv’d to write a Letter with his own Hand to all the 
Roman Catholick Princes, to reprefent the Danger to 
which Italy and the Holy Church would be expofed if 
they ftrike a Stroke before the Eleétion of the Em- 

ror. 

They have a Report at Munich that 30000 Mufco- 
vites would fhortly enter into Bohemia. And Letters of 
the zoth O. 5. from Drefden fay that 20000 Saxons 
gre ready to march thither alfo, as tis faid, and that 
they are to carry fome Field Artillery. 

Mr. Vitliers, the Britith Minifler to the Saxon Court, 
fet out from the Hague lait Thurfday for Drefden. 

We hear that Gilbert Fountain, E‘q. is appointed 
Clerk of the Crown and Peace, and chief Clerk of the 
fupreme Court of his Majetiy’s Illand of Jamaica, in the 
room of John Lawton, Efq; deceafed. 

A great Quantity of military Stores are ordered to be 
fhipp'd for the [fland of St. Chriftophers. 

By a Letter from Stavanger (between the Naze and 
Bergen) in Norway, dated Dec. 31. we are advifed, 
‘That a Britith Ship laden with Hemp had been loft 
about 6 Miles from thence, and broke in Pieces, all on 
Board her having been drown’d : That a Proteétion 
was found in the Wreck, dated at London July 4, 
1740. for the Virginia Merchant, Burden 120 ‘lions, 
Jacob Pearfon, Matter, bound for Riga, from whence 
*swas fuppofed fhe was returning. 

By the Lisbon Mail which arriv’d on Monday laf, 
we have the following extraordinary Account, That the 
Gibraltar, Capt. Bevan, having taken ina Lading at 
Faro for London, and got under Sail, found Two Spa- 
nifh Row-boats which lay at the Town following him, 
fo thought it not fafe to put to Sea, and by the Pilot’s 
Advice flood back ; but before he could reach the 
"Town, tho’ in full View of it, and within the Har- 
bour, met the Row-boats, who foon got Pofleffion of 
the Ship; but the Britifh Conful complaining to the 
Governér, he fent an Officer and Eighty Soldiers to 
difpoffefs them, and the Captain of an Englifh Ship 
lying there, named Morfe, mann’'d his Boat and went 
with them. When they came up with them, the Spa- 
miards declar'd their Refolution not to quit what they 
call’d their Prize ; and threatening to fire, the Portu- 

efe were fo intimidated, that they return'’d, and the 
S aniards took Capt. Morfe and his Company, and 
carried them and the Ship clear off.
